Louis  Horst: 
Musician  in  a 
Dancer’s  World 

Janet  Mansfield  Soares 


From  his  musical  beginnings  as  a 
piano  player  in  gambling  houses 
and  society  cafes,  Louis  Horst 
(1884-1964)  became  one  of  the 
chief  architects  of  modern  dance 
in  the  twentieth  century.  How  a 
musician  untrained  in  dance 
came  to  make  such  a  mark  is  told 
here  for  the  first  time  in  rich 
detail. 

At  the  center  of  this  story  is 
Horst’s  relationship  with  Martha 
Graham,  who  was  his  intimate 
for  decades.  “I  did  everything  for 
Martha,”  Horst  said  late  in  life. 
Indeed,  as  her  lover,  ally,  and 
lifelong  confidante,  he  worked 
with  such  conviction  to  make  her 
the  undisputed  dance  leader  in 
the  concert  world  that  Graham 
herself  would  later  remark: 
“Without  him  I  could  not  have 
achieved  anything  I  have  done.” 
Drawing  on  the  conversation  and 
writings  of  Horst  and  his  col¬ 
leagues,  Janet  Mansfield  Soares 
reveals  the  inner  workings  of  this 
passionate  commitment  and 
places  it  firmly  in  the  context  of 
dance  history. 

Horst  emerges  from  these  pages 
as  a  man  of  extraordinary  per¬ 
sonality  and  multifaceted  talent: 
a  composer  whose  dance  scores, 
such  as  the  one  for  Graham’s 
Primitive  Mysteries,  became 
models  for  many  who  followed;  a 
concert  pianist  for  American 
dancers  such  as  Doris  Humphrey 
and  Helen  Tamiris,  as  well  as 
their  German  counterparts;  an 
editor  and  writer  whose  advocacy 
for  American  dance  made  him  a 
leading  critic  of  his  time;  and, 


above  all,  a  teacher  and  mentor 
whose  work  at  the  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Playhouse,  the  Bennington 
School  of  Dance,  the  American 
Dance  Festival,  and  Juilliard 
helped  shape  generations  of 
dancers  and  choreographers. 

Richly  illustrated,  sensitive  to 
intimate  detail  and  historical 
nuance,  this  comprehensive 
biography  reveals  the  raison 
d’etre  underlying  Horst’s  theo¬ 
ries  and  practices,  offering  a 
wealth  of  insight  into  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  dance  as  an  art  form 
under  his  virtually  unchallenged 
rule. 

Janet  Mansfield  Soares  first  met 
Louis  Horst  as  a  young  dancer  at 
Juilliard.  She  became  his  assis¬ 
tant  while  pursuing  a  career  as  a 
performer  and  choreographer 
under  his  tutelage.  Since  1964  she 
has  taught  dance  composition 
courses  based  on  his  work  at 
Juilliard  and  Barnard  College, 
where  she  is  currently  Chair  of 
the  Dance  Department.

The  Constitutional 
Logic  of 

Affirmative  Action 

Ronald  J.  Fiscus 

Edited  by  Stephen  L.  Wasby 


Few  issues  are  as  mired  in  rheto¬ 
ric  and  controversy  as  is  affirma¬ 
tive  action.  This  book  cuts  to  the 
heart  of  the  issue  with  precision 
and  eloquence.  A  compelling 
and  rigorously  reasoned  argu¬ 
ment  for  a  constitutional  ratio¬ 
nale  of  affirmative  action,  it  will 
enhance  future  debate  by  clarify¬ 
ing  the  moral  and  legal  ramifica¬ 
tions  of  this  complex,  politically 
charged  subject. 

Ronald  J.  Fiscus  begins  by  draw¬ 
ing  a  distinction  between  com¬ 
pensatory  and  distributive  jus¬ 
tice.  He  argues  that  compensa¬ 
tory  justice,  although  it  is  the 
principle  underlying  efforts  to 
provide  remedies  in  specific, 
individual  cases  of  discrimina¬ 
tion,  does  not  provide  an  appro¬ 
priate  basis  for  justifying  broader 
programs  of  affirmative  action. 

Fiscus  proposes  instead  that 
affirmative  action  programs  can 
be  justified  by  a  theory  of  dis¬ 
tributive  justice,  which,  he  ar¬ 
gues,  avoids  the  pitfalls  that 
trouble  current  approaches  to 
affirmative  action.  His  argument 
begins  with  the  stipulated  as¬ 
sumption  of  equality  at  birth. 
Under  that  assumption,  there 
would  be  a  distribution  of  op¬ 
portunity  proportionate  to 
society’s  racial  and  gender  com¬ 
position.  In  a  society  free  of  all 
discrimination,  for  instance,  if  20 
percent  of  the  population  were 
black,  then  20  percent  of  all  jobs, 
promotions,  college  acceptances, 
etc.,  would  go  to  blacks.  Any 


deviation  from  this  distribution 
could  only  be  attributed  to 
discrimination. 

Emphasizing  race  rather  than 
gender  (to  which  his  argument 
also  applies),  Fiscus  focuses  on 
the  argument,  accepted  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  “reverse 
discrimination”  cases,  that 
whites,  particularly  white  males, 
are  “innocent  victims”  of  affir¬ 
mative  action  plans.  He  argues 
that  proportional  quotas  do  not 
produce  “innocent  victims” 
because  those  holding  positions 
in  excess  of  what  proportionality 
would  provide  are  not  entitled  to 
them.  Fiscus  argues  for  quotas — 
but  only  quotas  that  are  propor¬ 
tionate  to  the  racial  composition 
of  society.  Disproportional 
quotas  are  not  acceptable  in  his 
theory  of  distributive  justice. 

The  author  focuses  upon  the 
Supreme  Court’s  affirmative 
action  rulings  from  Bakke  (1976) 
through  Croson  (1989),  explain¬ 
ing  and  analyzing  these  cases 
extensively.  More  recent  rulings 
and  the  1990’s  battles  over  quotas 
are  discussed  in  an  epilogue  by 
Stephen  L.  Wasby,  who  edited 
the  book  after  Fiscus’s  death  in 
1990. 

While  presenting  a  lucid  and 
persuasive  case  for  affirmative 
action,  The  Constitutional  Logic 
of  Affirmative  Action  also  pro¬ 
vides  a  clear  overview  of  the 
issues  surrounding  this  difficult 
topic.  It  is  a  passionate  yet  bal¬ 
anced  plea  for  an  intellectual 
understanding  of  an  issue  that 


often  sparks  highly  rhetorical 
and  emotional  debate. 

Ronald  J.  Fiscus  (1948-1990)  was 
Assistant  Professor  of  Political 
Science  at  Skidmore  College  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  Stephen  L. 
Wasby,  Professor  of  Political 
Science  at  the  State  University  of 
New  York,  Albany,  is  the  author 
of  many  books,  including  The 
Supreme  Court  in  the  Federal 
Judicial  System.

It  has  long  been  considered  a 
mark  of  naivete  to  ask  of  a  work 
of  art:  What  does  it  say?  But  as 
Timothy  W.  Luke  demonstrates 
in  Shows  of  Force,  artwork  is 
capable  of  saying  plenty,  and 
much  of  the  message  resides  in 
the  way  it  is  exhibited.  By  criti¬ 
cally  examining  the  exhibition  of 
art  in  contemporary  American 
museums,  Luke  identifies  how 
art  showings  are  elaborate  works 
of  theater  that  reveal  underlying 
political,  social,  and  economic 
agendas. 

The  first  section,  “Envisioning  a 
Past,  Imagining  the  West,”  looks 
at  art  exhibitions  devoted  to 
artworks  about  or  from  the 
American  West.  Luke  shows  how 
these  exhibitions — displaying 
nineteenth-  and  early-twentieth- 
century  works  by  artists  such  as 
George  Caleb  Bingham,  Frederic 
Remington,  Frederic  Edwin 
Church,  and  Georgia  O’Keeffe — 
express  contemporary  political 
agendas  in  the  way  they  portray 
“the  past”  and  shape  new  visions 
of  “the  West.” 

In  “Developing  the  Present, 
Defining  a  World,”  Luke  consid¬ 
ers  artists  from  the  post-1945  era, 
including  Ilya  Kabakov,  Hans 
Haacke,  Sue  Coe,  Roger  Brown, 
and  Robert  Longo.  Recent  art 
exhibits,  his  analysis  reveals, 
attempt  to  develop  politically 
charged  conceptions  of  the 
present,  which  in  turn  struggle  to 
define  the  changing  contempo¬ 
rary  world  and  art’s  various  roles 
within  it. 

Luke  brings  to  light  the  contra¬ 
dictions  encoded  in  the  exhibi¬ 


tion  of  art  and,  in  doing  so, 
illuminates  the  political  realities 
and  cultural  ideologies  of  the 
present.  Shows  of  Force  offers  a 
timely  and  surely  controversial 
contribution  to  current  discus¬ 
sions  of  the  politics  of  exhibiting 
art.

A  master  of  the  historical  novel, 
short  story,  and  critical  essay, 
Cuban  writer  Antonio  Benitez-

ity  on  Caribbean  cultural  history, 
Benitez-Rojo  has  been  living  in 
the  United  States  since  1980.

Sea  of  Lentils,  received  wide  ac¬ 
claim  for  its  sophisticated  use  of 
narrative  strategies  in  the  telling 
of  the  conquest  of  the  Americas. 

In  The  Repeating  Island,  translated 
into  English  for  the  first  time, 
Benitez-Rojo  offers  a  brilliant 
interpretive  study  of  Caribbean 
culture. 

Proposing  a  multidisciplinary 
approach,  Benitez-Rojo  redefines 
the  Caribbean  by  drawing  on 
history,  economics,  sociology, 
cultural  anthropology,  psycho¬ 
analysis,  literary  theory,  and 
non-linear  mathematics.  His 
point  of  departure  is  chaos  theory, 
which  holds  that  in  nature  order 
and  disorder  are  not  the  antithesis 
of  each  other,  but  rather  function 
as  mutually  generative  phenom¬ 
ena.  Appropriating  this  theory  as 
metaphor,  Benitez-Rojo  argues 
that  within  the  apparent  disorder 
of  the  Caribbean — the  area’s 
discontinuous  land  masses,  its 
different  colonial  histories,  ethnic 
groups,  languages,  syncretic 
beliefs,  traditions,  and  politics — 
there  emerges  an  “island”  of  order 
that  repeats  itself,  giving  shape  to 
an  unexpected  and  complex 
sociocultural  archipelago. 

Benitez-Rojo  illustrates  this 
unique  form  of  identity  with 
powerful  rereadings  of  texts  by 


writers  both  well-known  and 
obscure,  including  Las  Casas, 
Guillen,  Carpentier,  Ortiz,  and 
Rodriguez-Julia.  The  result  is  a 
redefinition  of  the  society,  cul¬ 
ture,  and  literature  of  the  Carib¬ 
bean,  one  that  identifies  how 
“the  island  repeats  itself”  not 
only  in  its  own  sociocultural 
space,  but  also  in  its  pervasive 
contribution  to  the  development 
and  culture  of  the  Western 
world. 

Antonio  Benitez-Rojo,  Professor 
of  Romance  Languages  at 
Amherst  College,  has  held  visit¬ 
ing  positions  at  Pittsburgh, 
Irvine,  Emory,  Yale,  and 
Harvard.  He  is  the  author  of 
numerous  works  of  fiction  and 


criticism  including,  most  re¬ 
cently,  Sea  of  Lentils  and  The 
Magic  Dog  and  Other  Stories.

Krystyna  Pomorska  (1928-1986), 
a  noted  specialist  of  Slavic  litera¬ 
ture  and  literary  theory,  is  best 
known  for  her  pioneering  work 
in  applying  Roman  Jakobson’s 
theories  of  poetics  to  prose 
narratives.  This  collection  draws 
together  and  makes  accessible 
her  writings  over  two  decades 
(among  them  articles  appearing 
in  English  for  the  first  time),  and 
treats  a  wide  range  of  Slavic 
literary  works,  including 
Pushkin,  Tolstoy,  Pasternak, 
Chekov,  and  Solzhenitsyn,  as 
well  as  examples  from  Polish  and 
Ukrainian  literature  and  folklore. 

Forming  an  intellectual  and 
methodological  whole,  these 
essays  reveal  Pomorska’s  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  principles  of 
Jakobsonian  poetics,  her  consis¬ 
tent  application  of  these  basic 
theoretical  concepts  to  the  analy¬ 
sis  of  literary  works,  and  her 
interest  in  the  foundations  and 
history  of  literary  criticism. 
Pomorska  explores  problems  in 
both  poetics  (of  prose  as  well  as 
poetry)  and  literary  theory, 
especially  the  relationship  be¬ 
tween  biography  and  myth. 

In  Krystyna  Pomorska,  structur¬ 
alism  found  a  most  able  practi¬ 
tioner,  and  Jakobson’s  oeuvre  an 
authoritative  exponent  and 
interpreter.  Her  volume,  a  guide¬ 
book  to  a  major  strain  in  mod¬ 
ern  criticism,  will  be  of  great 
interest  to  a  broad  audience  of 
literary  theorists  and  students  of 
Slavic  literatures  and  literature  in 
general. 

Krystyna  Pomorska,  at  the  time 
of  her  death,  was  Professor  of 


Russian  at  MIT.  She  is  the  author 
and  editor  of  numerous  articles 
and  books,  including  Russian 
Formalist  Theory  and  Its  Poetic 
Ambiance ,  Themes  and  Variations 
in  Pasternak’s  Poetics  and,  with 
Roman  Jakobson,  Dialogues. 
Henryk  Baran  has  written  exten¬ 
sively  on  Russian  literature  in  the 
Silver  Age  and  is  Associate  Pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures

Klinkowitz ’s  focus  is  on 
the  way  in  which  writers  have 
turned  this  lack  of  content  itself 
into  subject  matter,  and,  by  thus 
“structuring  the  void,”  have 
created  a  new  form  of  fiction. 

Among  the  writers  Klinkowitz 
discusses  are  Richard  Brautigan, 
Kurt  Vonnegut,  Max  Apple,  Saul 
Bellow,  Erica  Jong,  Susan  Quist, 
Gerald  Rosen,  Rob  Swigart,  and 
Grace  Paley.  He  shows  how,  in 
the  absence  of  subject  matter, 
these  writers  persist  in  the  act  of 
structuring — by  organizing 
autobiography  as  a  narrative 
device,  ritualizing  national  his¬ 
tory  and  popular  culture,  or 
formalizing  a  comic  response  to 
a  new  imaginative  state,  the  state 
of  California.  Klinkowitz  also 
considers  subjects  such  as  gender 
and  war,  which,  though  they 
cannot  be  represented,  neverthe¬ 
less  exercise  constraints  on  a 
writer’s  intention  to  structure. 

What  emerges  from  Klinkowitz ’s 
analysis  is  a  clear  sense  of  what 
today’s  fiction — and  fiction 
writing — is  about.  As  such, 
Structuring  the  Void  will  prove 
invaluable  to  anyone  with 


an  interest  in  contemporary 
literature.

Early  Stevens: 

The  Nietzschean 
Intertext 

B.  J.  Leggett 

In  recent  years  Nietzsche  has 
emerged  as  a  presiding  genius  of 
our  intellectual  epoch.  Although 
scholars  have  noted  the  influence 
of  Nietzsche’s  thought  on  Wal¬ 
lace  Stevens,  the  publication  of 
Early  Stevens  establishes,  for  the 
first  time,  the  extent  to  which 
Nietzsche  pervades  Steven’s  early 
work. 

Concentrating  on  poems  pub¬ 
lished  between  1915  and  1935 — 
but  moving  occasionally  into 
later  poems,  as  well  as  letters  and 
essays — B.  J.  Leggett  draws  to¬ 
gether  texts  of  Stevens  and 
Nietzsche  to  produce  new  and 
surprising  readings  of  the  poet’s 
early  work.  This  intertextual 
critique  reveals  previously  undis¬ 
closed  ideologies  operating  at  the 
margins  of  Stevens’s  work,  en¬ 
abling  Leggett  to  read  aspects  of 
the  poetry  that  have  until  now 
been  unreadable.  Leggett’s  analy¬ 
sis  demonstrates  that  the 
Nietzschean  presence  in  Stevens 
brings  with  it  certain  assump¬ 
tions  that  need  to  be  made 
explicit  if  the  form  of  the  poetry 
is  to  be  understood. 

Though  many  critics  have  dis¬ 
cussed  the  concept  of 
intertextuality,  few  have  at¬ 
tempted  a  truly  intertextual 
reading  of  a  particular  poet. 

Early  Stevens  not  only  develops 
an  exemplary  model  of  such  a 
reading;  it  also  provides  crucial 
insights  into  Stevens’s  notions  of 
femininity,  virility,  and  poetry 
and  elucidates  the  notions  of  art, 
untruth,  fiction,  and  interpreta¬ 
tion  in  both  Stevens  and 
Nietzsche.

Not  Slave,  Not  Free: 
The  African 
American  Economic 
Experience  since 
the  Civil  War

Since  its  publication  in  1978,  Jay 
R.  Mandle’s  The  Roots  of  Black 
Poverty  has  come  to  be  seen  as  a 
landmark  publication  in  the 
study  of  the  political  economy  of 
the  postbellum  South.  In  Not 
Slave,  Not  Free,  Mandle  substan¬ 
tially  revises  and  updates  his 
earlier  work  in  light  of  significant 
new  research.  The  new  edition 
provides  an  enhanced  historical 
perspective  on  the  African 
American  economic  experience 
since  emancipation. 

Not  Slave,  Not  Free  focuses  first 
on  rural  southern  society  before 
World  War  II  and  the  role  played 
by  African  Americans  in  that 
setting.  The  South  was  the  least 
developed  part  of  the  United 
States,  a  fact  that  Mandle  consid¬ 
ers  fundamental  in  accounting 
for  the  poverty  of  African  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  the  years  before  the  War. 
At  the  same  time,  however,  the 
concentration  of  the  black  labor 
force  in  plantation  work  signifi- 
candy  retarded  the  South’s 
economic  growth.  Tracing  the 
postwar  migration  of  blacks 
from  the  South,  Mandle  shifts 
attention  to  the  problems  and 
opportunities  that  confronted 
African  Americans  in  cities.  He 
shows  how  occupational  segrega¬ 
tion  and  income  growth  acceler¬ 
ated  this  migration,  only  to  be 
constrained  in  recent  years  by 
the  slow  pace  of  growth  in  the 
U.S.  economy. 

Instrumental  to  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  history  of  the  political 
economy  of  the  United  States, 
this  book  also  directs  readers  and 


policymakers  to  the  central 
issues  confronting  African 
Americans  today.

C.  L.  R.  James  (1901-1989) — “the 
Black  Plato,”  as  coined  by  the 
London  Times — has  been  an 
internationally  renowned  revolu¬ 
tionary  thinker,  writer,  and 
activist.

In  this  re¬ 
markably  detailed  analysis  of 
neighborhood  life  in  New  York 
City  between  1830  and  1875, 
Scherzer  gives  the  neighborhood 
its  due  as  a  complex,  richly 
textured  social  phenomenon  and 
helps  to  clarify  its  role  in  the 
evolution  of  cities. 

After  a  critical  examination  of 
recent  historical  renderings  of 
neighborhood  life,  Scherzer 
focuses  on  the  ecological,  sym¬ 
bolic,  and  social  aspects  of  nine¬ 
teenth-century  community  life 
in  New  York  City.  Employing  a 
wide  array  of  sources,  from 
census  reports  and  church 
records  to  police  blotters  and 


brothel  guides,  he  documents  the 
complex  composition  of  neighbor¬ 
hoods  that  defy  simple  categoriza¬ 
tion  by  class  or  ethnicity.  From  his 
account,  the  New  York  City  neigh¬ 
borhood  emerges  as  a  community 
in  flux,  born  out  of  the  chaos  of 
May  Day,  the  traditional  moving 
day.  The  fluid  geography  and 
heterogeneity  of  these  neighbor¬ 
hoods  kept  most  city  residents 
from  developing  strong  local 
attachments.  New  Yorkers,  he 
suggests,  relied  instead  upon  the 
“unbounded  community,”  a  col¬ 
lection  of  friends  and  social  rela¬ 
tions  that  extended  throughout  the 
city. 

With  pointed  argument  and 
weighty  evidence,  The  Unbounded 
Community  replaces  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  nostalgia  with  a  broader, 
multifaceted  conception  of 
community  life.  Depicting  the 
neighborhood  in  its  full  scope  and 
diversity,  the  book  will  enhance 
future  forays  into  urban  history.

Written  in 
Latin  by  contemporaries  or  near 
contemporaries,  and  most  trans¬ 
lated  here  for  the  first  time,  these 
biographies  cover  the  period 
from  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  and  the  conversion  of  the 
invading  Franks  to  the  rise  of 
Charlemagne’s  family. 

Three  of  these  holy  women  were 
queens  who  turned  to  religion 
only  after  a  period  of  intense 
worldly  activity.  Others  were 
members  of  the  Carolingian 
family,  deeply  implicated  in  the 
political  ambitions  of  their  male 
relatives.  Some  were  partners  in 
the  great  Irish  missions  to  the 
pagan  countryside  and  others 
worked  for  the  physical  salvation 
of  the  poor.  From  the  peril  and 
suffering  of  their  lives  they 
shaped  themselves  as  paragons  of 
power  and  achievement.  Beloved 
by  their  sisters  and  communities 
for  their  spiritual  gifts,  they 
ultimately  brought  forth  a  new 
model  of  sanctity.

These  biographies  are  unusually 
authentic.  At  least  two  were 
written  by  women  who  knew 
their  subjects,  while  others  re¬ 
flect  the  direct  testimony  of 
sisters  within  the  cloister  walls. 
Each  biography  is  accompanied 
by  an  introduction  and  notes 
that  clarify  its  historical  context.

Julien  Offray  de  La  Mettrie,  best 
known  as  the  author  of  L’Homme 
machine,  appears  as  a  minor 
character  in  most  accounts  of  the 
Enlightenment.  But  in  this  intel¬ 
lectual  biography  by  Kathleen 
Wellman,  La  Mettrie — physi- 
cian-philosophe — emerges  as  a 
central  figure  whose  medical 
approach  to  philosophical  and 
moral  issues  had  a  profound 
influence  on  the  period  and  its 
legacy. 

Wellman’s  study  presents  La 
Mettrie  as  an  advocate  of  pro¬ 
gressive  medical  theory  and 


practice  who  consistently  applied 
his  medical  concerns  to  the 
reform  of  philosophy,  morals, 
and  society.  By  examining  his 
training  with  the  Dutch  physi¬ 
cian  Hermann  Boerhaave,  his 
satires  lampooning  the  ignorance 
and  venality  of  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession,  and  his  medical  treatises 
on  subjects  ranging  from  vertigo 
to  venereal  disease,  Wellman 
illuminates  the  medical  roots  of 
La  Mettrie’s  philosophy.  She 
shows  how  medicine  encouraged 
La  Mettrie  to  undertake  an 
empiricist  critique  of  the  philo¬ 
sophical  tradition  and  provided 
the  foundation  for  a  medical 
materialism  that  both  shaped  his 
understanding  of  the  possibilities 
of  moral  and  social  reform  and 
led  him  to  espouse  the  cause  of 
the  philosophes. 

Elucidating  the  medical  view  of 
nature,  human  beings,  and 
society  that  the  Enlightenment 
and  La  Mettrie  in  particular 
bequeathed  to  the  modern 
world,  La  Mettrie  makes  an 
important  contribution  to  our 
understanding  of  both  that 
period  and  our  own.

The  Two  Churches: 
Catholicism  and 
Capitalism  in  the 
World  System 

Michael  L.  Budde 

The  single  most  important 
change  now  well  under  way 
within  Catholicism  is  its  transi¬ 
tion  from  a  First  World  to  a 
Third  World  entity.  How  this 
enormous  shift  will  affect  the 
Catholic  church’s  role  in  the 
world  economy  is  the  subject  of 
Michael  L.  Budde’s  book,  the 
first  world  systems  analysis  of  the 
mutual  interaction  of  religion 
and  political  economy  in  the 
1990s. 


Budde’s  argument  is  twofold.  He 
contends  that  world  Catholicism, 
led  by  its  Third  World  majority 
(most  notably  in  Latin  America), 
will  continue  to  develop  in  an 
increasingly  anticapitalist  direc¬ 
tion;  and  he  suggests  that  once- 
dominant  First  World  Catholic 
churches  (exemplified  by  the  U.S. 
Catholic  church),  are  poorly 
placed  to  respond  in  solidarity 
with  their  coreligionists  from  the 
Third  World. 

Covering  a  wide  range  of  theo¬ 
retical  and  substantive  matters, 
The  Two  Churches  examines 
religion  as  a  source  of  both  social 
legitimation  and  social  rebellion. 
It  demonstrates  the  importance 
of  ecclesiology,  a  branch  of 
theology  dealing  with  “theories 
of  the  church,”  and  it  highlights 


the  effect  of  capitalism  on  world 
Catholicism,  as  well  as  the  latter’s 
influence  on  the  development  of 
the  capitalist  order. 

As  the  Third  World  becomes 
more  and  more  volatile,  and  as  its 
relations  with  the  First  World 
further  complicate  the  politics  of 
the  Catholic  church,  the  questions 
addressed  in  The  Two  Churches 
demand  attention  with  increasing 
urgency.

The  United  States  has  been  dis¬ 
tinguished  among  free  govern¬ 
ments  as  a  “presidential”  repub¬ 
lic.  In  The  Effective  Republic, 
Harvey  Flaumenhaft  shows  how 
the  study  of  Alexander 
Hamilton’s  political  thought 
opens  the  way  to  understanding 
the  nature  of  this  republic  and 
the  reasons  for  its  development. 

Although  Hamilton  exerted  an 
extraordinary  influence  on  Amer¬ 
ican  institutions,  his  contribution 
and  the  thinking  behind  it  often 
have  been  obscured  and  miscon¬ 
strued  by  piecemeal  approaches 
to  his  voluminous  writings.  Here, 
Flaumenhaft  draws  upon  more 
than  two  dozen  volumes  of 
Hamilton’s  papers  to  produce  a 
comprehensive  account  of  his 
thought  on  the  principles  of 
politics — the  account  which 
Hamilton  himself  hoped  to  give 
in  a  multivolume  treatise,  but 
died  before  producing. 

Beginning  with  a  discussion  of 
the  place  of  general  principles  in 
Hamilton’s  thought,  The  Effective 
Republic  proceeds  to  his  views  on 
popular  representation  as  a  safe¬ 
guard  of  individual  liberty. 
Flaumenhaft  then  elaborates  on 
Hamilton’s  thinking  about  effica¬ 
cious  administration,  especially 
how  the  President  and  Senate 
meet  the  requirements  of  unity 
and  duration  in  a  republic,  and 
on  the  importance  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  judiciary  for  constitutional 
integrity.  What  emerges  clearly  as 
Hamilton’s  chief  concern  is  the 
need  to  make  government  not 
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only  safe  but  effective — hindered 
from  doing  harm  by  its  popular 
base,  but  also,  through  the  differ¬ 
entiation  of  administrative  pow¬ 
ers  and  tasks,  capable  of  doing 
good. 

Interpreting,  linking,  and  ar¬ 
ranging  Hamilton’s  words, 
Flaumenhaft  allows  Hamilton  to 
speak  for  himself,  to  explain  to 
his  beneficiaries  his  vision  of 
what  the  republican  experiment 
needed  in  order  to  succeed.

He  dis¬ 
cusses  the  unique  structures  of 
control  in  each  form  as  well  as 
the  stresses  they  have  sustained. 
Drawing  on  extensive  research 
and  his  own  experience  as  a 
participant  in  the  resolution  of 
some  of  the  disputes  discussed, 
Reisman  analyzes  recent  key 
decisions,  including  Australia 
and  New  Zealand’s  attempt  to 
stop  France’s  nuclear  testing  in 
Muroroa;  AMCO  vs.  Republic  of 
Indonesia,  concerning  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  large  tourist  hotel 
in  Asia;  and  numerous  others. 

Reisman  explores  the  implica¬ 
tions  of  the  breakdown  of  con¬ 
trol  systems  and  recommends 
methods  of  repair  and  recon¬ 
struction  for  each  mode  of 
arbitration.  Providing  a  crucial 
perspective,  this  work  will  be  an 
invaluable  guide  to  both  schol¬ 
ars  and  practitioners  of  interna¬ 
tional  dispute  resolution.

Irina  H.  Corten’s  Vocabulary  of 
Soviet  Society  and  Culture  is  an 
experiment  in  what  Soviet  schol¬ 
ars  call  lingvostranovedenie — the 
study  of  a  country  and  its  culture 
through  the  peculiarities  of  its 
language.  Not  a  conventional 
dictionary,  Corten’s  lexicon  is 
selective,  offering  a  broad  sam¬ 
pling  of  culturally  significant 
words  concerning  politics,  ideol¬ 
ogy,  the  economy,  education,  arts 
and  letters,  social  problems,  and 
everyday  life  as  well  as  language 
associated  with  the  personalities 
and  activities  of  individual  Soviet 
leaders. 

The  entries  are  listed  alphabeti¬ 
cally  in  English  transliteration 
followed  by  the  Cyrillic,  although 
readers  familiar  with  Russian 
may  prefer  to  use  the  Cyrillic 
alphabet  listing  included  in  this 
volume.  In  each  entry  the  author 
provides  a  succinct  but  full 
explanation  of  the  term  and, 
whenever  possible,  cross-refer¬ 
ences  to  other  entries,  authentic 
examples  of  its  use,  and  samples 
of  relevant  Soviet  jokes.  A  reader 
may  approach  the  lexicon  either 
sequentially  or  with  the  aid  of  a 
subject  thesaurus  that  divides  the 
material  into  specific  topics.  A 
listing  of  complementary  sources 
of  reference  appears  in  a  useful 
bibliography. 

With  this  fascinating  lexicon  of 
“Sovietisms,”  Corten  provides  an 
invaluable  and  easily  accessible 
medium  for  general  readers  and 


scholars  of  the  Russian  language 
and  Soviet  culture  interested  in 
understanding  contemporary 
Soviet  life.
